It is just 45 years, since Ro- 
bert Raikes first began a little Sabbath School in 
the city of Gloucester. “Let us remark, Mr. 
Chairman, (said Mr. H.} uow graciously divine 
Providence owns and prospers the charitable ex- 
ertions of bis people. The benevolent heart of 
Robert Raikes thought only of doing a service (a 
great one indeed) toa few poor children in a pro- 
vincial town. In less than half a century the bies- 
sed fruits of his labours are extended directly to 


| more than 1200,000 individuals,and their influence 


is felt in every Christian community on the face of 
the whole earth. If the glorified spirits of the 
saints above are permitted to share in the transac- 
tions of this lower world, Oh how must that of Ro- 
bert Raikes rejoice at beholding this result of his 
unpretending labors! If there be joy in heaven 
over one sinner that repenteth, how must his joy 
be increased at the successive reports of thousands 
and tens of thousands reclaimed from sin by this 
simple institution! 

Mr. Loring made the following statements re- 
specting the Schools in the Baptist Societies. 

In the First Baptist Sabbath School, the whole 
number of scholars is rising of 200; average of 
those who attend, upwards of 100. No. of Teach- 
ers 20, of whom 8 are professors. Twe or more 
discover some religious anxiety. The Teachers 
hope they feel as much as ever, the importance of 
the work in which they are engaged. 

In the Second Baptist Sabbath School, the whole 
No. of Scholars is 176; average No. who attend, 
126. There are 28 Teachers, 14 of whom are 
hopefully pious. 5 in the last two years have 
made a public profession of religion; others may 
be considered as serious inquirers. There are no 
instances of certain convictions, but an unusual 
solemnity and tenderness amongst the Scholars.

We may be legally humbled, while we have no 
humility; asthe wicked, at the day of judg- 
ment, will be fully convinced that they have no 
righteousness, but are exceedingly guilty, and 
justly exposed to eternal damnation, without 
the mortification of their pride. The essence 
of evangelical humility consists in such a self- 
renunciation, or abasement, as becomes a crea- 
ture, in itself exceedingly sinful, but under a
